For the better Ordering the Tranſportation of Cloths and other Woollen Manufactures into Germany, 
and preventing the Encroachments on the F ellow{hip of the Merchants-Adventurers of England 
F in relation to their Trading in thole Commodities. 


CHARLES R. 


AE being ſenſible how much it impoꝛts the P2ofit and Honour of this our Realm, that the 
“Trade of Expoꝛting of Wwllen Manufacures into Germany, and the Seventeen Pzovinces of 
the Netherlands be encouragedand pꝛeſerved under a due Regulation, which hath of long time bern 
maintained and carried on by the Company of Merchant-Adventurers,by vertueof ſeveral Gꝛants, 
A Charters, and Confirmations to them by Us and Our Royal Pꝛedeceſlozs Heretofoze made 
and Gzanted, to the great Advancement and Jncreaſe of the ſaid Trade; And being given to 
S underſtand by the ſaid Company, Thastheir ſaid Trade, and the Liberties and Pziviledges by 
Us and Our Royal Pzedeceſſo2s to them Gzanted, have been very much of late Jnvaded and 
| Inkringed, and pꝛincipally by Aliens, and other Fozeigners, to whom We Have extended Pur 
G2ace and Favour of Naturalization oz Endenization ; Who in requital of Our Gate and Favour towards 
them, make it their endeavour to deſtroy the ſaid Company, and being under no Rule o2 Regulation foz Expozting 
the Tollen Manufacture, do take upon them to Ship, Tranſpozt, Carry, and Tonvey the Cloth and Mellen 
Manufactures of this Kingdom unto the Town of Hambourg, and other parts of Germany, whereby, and by ſe⸗ 


veral deceitful pꝛactites of the ſaid Fozeigners, in counterfeiting the Marks, Seals, and Tillets of Perſons. 
Free of the ſaid Company, the ſaid Trade will be in great danger of being impaired, if not totally loſt to the 


Natives of this Our Realm: And fo2 that the ſaid Company have ſubmitted it to Us and Our Pzivy Council, to ab⸗ 


mit into the Freedom of theſaid Company,any of Our Subjects, whetherNatives, Haturaltzed, oꝛ Endenized,upon ſuch 


Terms as We by the Advice of Out P2ivy Council ſhall judge rtaſc nable. Une therefoze of Our Pzincely Care foz the 
Pzeſervation and Regulation of the Trade of Cloth, and all other 7aollen Manufactures now made, oz hert⸗ 
after to be made within this Our Kingdom, have thought fit, with Advice of Our Pzivy Council, to Declare and 
Publiſh Our Royal Will and Pleaſure to be, and We do hereby ſtrictly Will and Command, That no Perſon 02 


Perſons, Subject, oꝛ Subjects of Our Realm of England, Alien oz Fozeigner, Naturalized, oz Endenized, ſhall from

Cloths, Dꝛeſt and Dyed out of the Whites, Cloths called Spaniſh Cloths, mixt oz of one Colour, oz any Bäapes, 
Kerſies, Perpetuanos, oꝛ any Stockins, oz other tollen Commodities whatſoever, now made, oz hereafter to — 
made within Our Keaim afozeſaid, unto any the Cities, Towns, Pozts, oz other Places within the Countreys or 
Germany, oz the Seventeen Pzovinces of the Netherlands, ſaving onely ſuch perſon oz perſons as are o2 ſhall be Free of,. 
admitted and continued as Member of the ſaid Fellowſhip of Merchant-Adventurers of England, and none = 
thers. And that no Freemen of the ſaid Fellowſhip ſhall Ship, Tranſpozt, Carry, o2 Convey, 02 cauſe to be Ship- 
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Perlons, Subject, oz Subjects of Pur Realm of England, Alien oz Fozeigner, Naturalized, oz Endenized, ſhall from 
ncefozth Ship, Tranſpozt, Carry, d Convey, o cauſe to be Shipped, Tranſpozted, Carried oz Conveyed either 
. Trom Our City o2 Poꝛt of London, oz from any o per City, Town, Pot, Haven, oꝛ Creek of Our Kingdom of Eng- 
Aland, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, any Mollen Cloth, either White „Coloured 
Cloths, Dꝛeſt and Dyed out of the Whites, Cloths called Spaniſh Cloths, mixt oz of one Colour, oz any Bapes, 
Kerlies, Perpetuanos, oꝛ any Stockins, oꝛ other Wwllen Commodities whatſoever, now made, 02 hereafter to be 
made Within Dur Realm afozeſaid, unto any the Cities, Towns, Pozts, oz other Places within the Countreys of 
Germany, oz the Seventeen Pzovinces of the Netherlands, ſaving onely ſuch perſonoz perſons as are oꝛ ſhall ve Free of, 
admitted and continued as Member of the ſaid Fellowſhip of Merchant-Adventurers of England, and none 0- 
thers. And that no Freemen of the ſaid Fellowſhip ſhall Ship, Tranſpozt, Carry, oꝛ Convey, o2 cauſe to be Ship-- 
ped, Tranſpozted, Carried oꝛ Conveyed, any Cloths, oz TWollen Manufactures made within Our Realm. 
Dominion, and Town of Berwick afozeſaid, without ſpecial Licence of the ſaid Fellowſhip, into any the parts of 
_ Germany, 02 the Seventeen Pzovinces of the Netherlands, ſave onely to the Publick Warts, Staples and Reſidences de⸗ 
clared by the faid Fellowſhip, within the parts afozeſaid beyond the Seas foz the time being, oꝛ to one of them. And 
to the end that this Trade may be the better impꝛobed in an oꝛderiy and well Governed way, Our Will and Pleaſure 
is, That the ſaid Fellowſhip of Merchant-Adventurers of England ſhall from hencefozth from time to time, admit. 
and receive into the. Freedom of their ſaid Fellowſhip, all and every ſuch Pur Subjects, and ſuch as be Na- 
turaltzed, oz made Denizen, as (hall at any time hereafter deſire and demand the ſame : Paying Thirteen pounds: 
lixlhillings eight pence as a Fine to the ſaid FellowhHip foꝛ their Entry, Intome and Admittance thereunto: 
That is to ſay, ſuch as are of London, to be meer Merchants, and exerciſed in that Pzofeſſion, and no Shop-keep- 
ers, except giving ober their Shops, and ſuch as are of the Out⸗Poꝛts, if bꝛed in Merchandiſe, though Shop-keep- 
ers. P2ovided that every ſuch. Perſon, both of London, and of the Put-Pozts afozeſaid, do demand their ſaid: 
Freedom, and be actually admitted into the ſame within one Year nert enſuing the Date hereof, and that their. 
Sons and Servants ſhall at their ſeveral Admiſſions and making Free, be admitted foz the Sum of Sir pounds: 
_ thirteen ſhillings and four pence, accoꝛding to the Statute of the Twelfth of Henry the Seventh, And Our fur- 
ther Mill and Pleaſure is, That no perſon o2 perſons not qualified as afozeſaid, ſhall-pzeſume to Trade in any the 
Above mentioned Commodities, into any the Fozeign Parts above named, upon pain of Our high Diſpleaſure z: 
Foz that Me, incaſe We ſhall pircetve that any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall neglect to take hold of this Pur G2ace 
hereby offered them to be admitted into the ſaid Fellowſhip, and ſhall yet continue to Trade diſoꝛderly into the parts 
of Germany, q the Seventeen P2ovinces of the Netherlands, and out of the Mart and Staple Towns of the ſaid. 
Fellowſhip of Perchant-Adventurers therein fo the time being, We ſhall not onely Have caule fo2 the future ur⸗ 
cerly to deny and erclude them of this Gzace, but Will require a ſtrict account of ſuch perſons foz their contempt 
And neglect of this Our Royal Command herein, and will take ſuch courſe as ſhall be fitting foz their puniſhment, 
and: fo2 the future reſtraint of ſuch Diſozders. And to the end that the Charters and Government of the ſaid 
Fellowſhip may be the better put in execution, and to the intent that all Offenders againſt the ſame may be diſco- 
ered and bzought to Juſtice, and ſuch Puniſhment inflicted upon them foꝛ ſuch their Offences, as by their ſaid 
Charters, Oꝛders and Conſtitutions ought to be inflicted on ſuch as wilfully and contemptuouſly tranſgreſs againſt 
Mur Charters, and this Our P2oclamation in purſuance of the ſame ; We do by and with the Advice of Our P2ivy 
Council, hereby Will and Command, as well the Judges of Our High Court of Admiralty, as the Marſhal and 
under-Officers of the ſame, as alſo Our Commiſſioners oz Farmers of Our Cuſtoms foꝛ the time being, and 
the Searchers of Pur Cuſtoms in all Our Pozts of England, and the ſeveral Officers of what kind ſcever, 
belonging to, and attending the Service of Pur Cuſtoms outwards, as alſo Our Admirals, Uice-Admirals, 
Commanders, Captains, and Officers whatſoever of any of Dur Royal Ships, oz any of Our Caſtles, Block⸗ 
Houſes and Foꝛts reſpectively, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters in their ſeveral Places to be Aiding and 
Aſſiſting unto the ſaid Fellowſhip and Company of Perchant-Adventurers of England, and all ſuch as they 
ſhall Employ in all matters and things tending to the Suppoztation of the Government of the ſaid Fellowſhip 
And Company, and Regulating of their Trade, and foz the Pzeſervation of the Pziviledges, Jurisdictions,
